How Dare We Again 


BY 1968, UFOLOGY — a quite unofficial term for 
the scientific study of unidentified flying objects 
(UFOs) — had almost achieved semi-respectable 
status. 

After all, a number of major names in science and 
a host of retired government and military personnel 
were involved in it. The UFO mystery had taken 
somewhat startling dimensions and one could profess 
“belief” in UFOs without immediate detention for psy¬ 
chiatric observation. 

But 1969 changed all of that. That was the year the 
$500,000 Condon Committee University of Colorado 
.project handed out its authoritative last word on 
UFOs: nothing of substance to concern ourselves 
about, was the synthesized message of the commit¬ 
tee’s voluminous “report.” 

So 1969 was also the year the Air Force, which 
had set up the Condon study, closed Project Blue 
Book, which, under one name or another, had been 
the controversial repository of UFO cases since 
UFO_Jcvcr swept the U.S.A. in the years after 
World War'll. 

(1969 was — chuckle — also the year that a top 
member of the Condon team respectfully dissented 
with the Condon findings, as well as the Condon proce¬ 
dures, and wrote all about it in an equally authorita¬ 
tive if pooh-poohed volume called “UFOs? Yes!”) 

At any rate, the stage was set, and Ufology was 
hurled backward into the pulp magazines and byways 
of charlatanry from whence — some would have us 
believe — it sprang in the first place. 

Comes now Lloyd Malian, long-time writer on the 
UFO scene, scribbling away in the sensationalist Na¬ 
tional Enquirer and quoting from a 14-page chapter in 
Volume II of “Introductory Space Science,” a text 
used at the U.S. Air Force Academy in Colorado 
Springs. 

The chapter does NOT take the posture that UFOs 
are indeed extraterrestrial but it is open enough to 
leave the door open for doubt, and in so doing refers to 
two of ufology’s most tantalizing cases: 

The up-close sightings of “humanoids” and 



their space craft by a New Mexican patrolman in 
1964; and the up-close sightings of one or more 
humanoid creatures by a farm family in Kentucky 
in 1955. 

Neither of these classic cases was probed by the 
Condon committee — and are among such key cases 
apparently deemed not worth the effort. 

Volumne II of the textbook deems them worthy of 
a detailed recounting, however. Lt. Col. Hector Quin¬ 
tanilla, Jr., the last head of Blue Book, is quoted in 
, reference to the New Mexico incident: “Zamora’s 
■ UFO sighting was the best documented case of the 
13,000 UFO cases I studied while at Project Blue 
Book.” 

The textbook covers some other points of interest 
to “pros” and “antis” in the now less-than-respectable 
headwaters of ufology.” 

“If such beings (aliens) are visiting the earth, 
two questions arise: 1) Why haven’t they attempt¬ 
ed to contact us officially, and 2) why haven’t 
there been accidents which would have revealed 
their presence? 

“Why no contact? That question is very easy to 
answer in any of several ways: 

“1) We may be the object of intensive sociological 
and psychological study. In such studies you usually 
avoid disturbing the tests subjects’ environment. 

“2) You do not contact a colony of ants — and 
humans may seem that way to any aliens (variation: 
a zoo is fun to visit, but you don’t ‘contact’ the 
lizards.) 

“3) Such contact may have already taken place 
secretly, and may have taken place on a different 
. plane of awareness — yet we are not yet sensitive to 
communications on such a plane.” 

^ Elsewhere, the text (Malian says) states: 

“One thing that must be guarded against in 
any such study is the trap of implicitly assuming 
that our knowledge of physics (or any other 
branch of science) is complete.” 

A point of view, we daresay, missed by the upright 
biped Homo sapiens of the Condon Committee. 

We checked with the U.S.A.F. Academy and a 
Major Oglesby validated for us the existence of the 
book, the chapter and the quotes, adding that the text 
is part of the cadets’ Physics 370 course. 

“There is a section on extraterrestrial life,” he 
said. “We want to emphasize we are an academic in¬ 
stitution and not a military base. We are trying to 
provide all points of view on this subject and let the 
students arrive at their own decisions.” 

. He confirmed that the book does indeed detail the 
two incidents reported by Malian. f

Whatever became of flying saucers? 

For years they were “seen” by hundreds of 
people every year who — no matter how their 
lightings were otherwise explained — truly 
believed that people from outer space were 
watching us. 

What’s more, there were a lot who thought 
that the object of those watchers was to be 
ready to step in and save us just before we 
blew ourselves up. 

But nobody Is seeing saucers any more. The 
tremendous and long-abiding public interest in 
them is a thing of the past. 

Saucers flew to prominence just after 
World War II and reached a popularity zenith 
in the late 1960’s. Since then, they’ve been m a 
nose dive. 

NEWSPAPERS HAVE STOPPED carrying 
sighting reports of UFO’s—unidentified flying 
objects. Not because of a conspiracy of si¬ 
lence, as some "believers” claim, but simply 
because people aren’t seeing them. 

If they are, they’re not talking about it 
Some experts say UFO’s are still very much 
with us, and point to recent puzzling cases to 
illustrate their claim. 

But all agree that public interest in “flying 
saucers," as they became known in the 1940's, 
has fallen to an all-time low. 

A combination of factors is responsible for 
the decline, including the fact that science has 
caught up with science fiction, and that recent 
governmental actions and scientific studies 
have written off UFO’s as being unworthy of 

serious study. - 

The Air Force, which cataloged and investi¬ 
gated 12,618 UFO reports in 22 years, closed its 
Project Blue Book investigation last Decem¬ 
ber. partly because of lack of public reports. 

At its peak in 1952, Blue Book received 1,501 
UFO reports. But in 1969 it had fallen to 146. 

Michigan, which in 1966 and 1967 was a 
mecca for flying saucer buffs because of 
numerous intriguing sightings, also has regis¬ 
tered a decline. 

At Selfridge Air Force Base neacMt. Clem¬ 
ens, where hundreds of saucer reports were 
collected in 1967, UFO’s are almost unknown. 

“We still get a very few queries, but I don’t 
think we’ve had more than a couple calls 
within the last year,” said Capt. Michael Mick- 
elson, the base information officer. 

“Maybe die Martians are insulted that the 
Air Force isn’t interested in them any longer 
and have gone home,” he suggested. 

THE DECLINE IS NO laughing matter for 
publishers who capitalized on the big saucer 
wave of the 1960's, nor for the private organi¬ 
zations dedicated to seriously studying them. 

Perhaps the largest organization is the 
National Investigations Committee on Aerial 
Phenomena (NICAP), which still maintains a 
staffed office in Washington. 

"We are having our financial troubles,” 
admits Stuart Nixon, the organization’s 28- 
year-old executive director and only full-time 
employe. Nixon took over NICAP’s helm after 
the retirement Jan. 1 of Donald Keyhoe, a 
retired Marine Corps major. 

Keyhoe, an outspoken advocate of the theory 
that UFO's are extraterrestrial vehicles, did 
much to popularize the subject following World 
War II. H‘S controversial views, however, are 
not wholly subscribed to by the organization he 
guided from 1957. 

“Our membership grew steadily during the 
early 1960’s and peaked at about 13,000 in 1967. 

It began leveling off almost immediately and 
it’s really dropped this year,” Nixon reports. 

The organization now has only about 7,000 
members who pay $10 annual dues. 

NICAP’s membership is only reflective of 
the current public indifference to UFO’s and 
the dearth of reports, Nixon feels. 


“It’s fair to say that UPO sighting reports 
are on the decline,” he says. “The trend 
became evident as early as 1968 and has been 
steadily continuing. We are still getting 
reports, but only a trickle.” 

Nixon isn’t ready to admit that genuine UFO 
sightings — if there are indeed any — are any 
less numerous. 

“Part of our problem is that we can't keep 
track of actual UFO’s — only the people who 
report them. It may be that people who see one 
won’t report it." 

THE MAJOR REASON for reluctance on the 
part of the public may be the result of a Uni¬ 
versity of Colorado study of UFO’s, under¬ 
written by the Air Force, which was released 
in January, 1969. * 

The 6500,000.18-month study, under the direc¬ 
tion of Dr. Edward U. Condon, former head of 
the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science concluded that there was no evi- 
d e n c e UFO’s represented visitations from 
outer space nor was there a basis for consider¬ 
ing them strange natural phenomena meriting 
further scientific investigation. 

"This had a very definite negative effect on 
UFO reports, which is what it was designed to 
have,” Nixon said. “It gave people who bad 
genuine observations misgivings about what 

they saw — if not about themselves. It can be 
a very effective tactic when you reflect on a 
person’s sanity.” 

Nixon said the Condon committee report also 
had the effect of scaring scientists away from 
the subject, giving them the impression that 
the last word, scientifically, had been said. 

“But there is a strong minority of scientists 
who don’t agree,” Nixon said. 

One of them is Dr. J. Allen Hynek. chairman 
of the astronomy department at Northwestern 
University and one of the world’s most 
respected independent investigators of UFO’s. 

"The Condon committee report was a trav¬ 
esty of the scientific method,” Hynek says. “If 
the committee^ investigation was conducted in 
any manner like a trial, they would have had 
to declare a mistrial. It was evident that the 
subject was prejudged before the committee 
even sat.” 

Hynek compared the committee’s conclusion 
that there is no scientific merit in UFO’s to 
similar past scientific pronouncements about 
ball lightning and meteorites. i 

“When the scientific fraternity said there, 
was no such thing as ball lightning — ah 
electrical charge similar to lightning which 
may roll on the ground — that didn’t make ball 
lightning go away. But it did dry up reports. 
Now the subject is back on the respectable 
shelf.” 

HYNEK ALSO RECALLED that in,the early 
I800's. scientists, said there was no such thing 
as meteorites—debris from space which in¬ 
vade the earth's atmosphere. 

"Museums went so far as to throw away 
their meteorites on grounds that they had to be 
fakes.” 

While the Condon report's much publicized 
summary stated that there-was no need for , 
further study, the report itself indicates other¬ 
wise, Hynek observes. « 

“Buried deep in the text are a number of 
interesting UFO reports which the committee 
had to conclude were unexplainable. 

“The report, when read in its entirety, con¬ 
stitutes as good a reason for studying the sub¬ 
ject scientifically as you could want.” 

One of the most puzzling reports reaching 
the Condon investigators involved an episode 
at Lakenheath Air Base in England in 1956 
The base is used by both the U.S. and Rovat 
Air Force. 

„ Rndar^o p e r a t o rs detected one or more 
targets that seemed to be moving at speeds 
of up to 4,000 miles an hour and making 400 
mile an hour right angle turns. 

Two RAF fighters were sent out, and one 


reported it had a radar “gunlock" on the 
target. 

THE UFO, however, circled the fighter's tail 
and remained there regardless of the pilot's 
evasions. The plane ran low on fuel and had to 
land. Observers on the ground saw one or 
more white, rapidly moving objects. 

The committee report said that natural 
explanations could not be ruled out, “but the 
probability of such seems low in this case.” 

Hynek secs a bright side in the fact that the 
Condon report and one of its recommendations, 
closing Project Blue Book, have put a damper 
on saucer enthusiasm. 

’Too many people capitalized on the ‘gee- 
whiz’ aspect of UFO’s. Many of the books were 
poorly written and unscientific. I don’t mourn 
the loss of many of the publications. They did a 
lot to discredit the subject.” 

ONE RESULT OF THE publicity of the 
1'560's w'as to generate a lot of “junk sight¬ 
ings,” Hynek said. They included the "psy¬ 
chiatrists' couch” variety and the outright 
hoaxes. 

“The decline in publicity did a lot to cut 
down the noise and let some of the sound 
through,” Hynek observed. “When I do get a 
report today — and they are still coming — 
they are almost always more puzzling. They 
are fewer in number, but the quality has gone 
up tremendously.” 

The bad side of the Condon report and Air 
Force disinterest has been to drastically 
reduce the number of places a person can go to 
report a sighting, he said. 

“The police will laugh, big newspapers gen¬ 
erally are disinterested and the Air Force 
doesn't want to be bothered. There's no central 
place to report.” 

Hynek says he doesn't know whether actual 
sightings of UFO’s by reliable persons have 
declined in the last few years. 

“If there are no voting booths, how do you 
count the vote? But in my own mail, I continue 
to get good reports from people of good 
repute.” 

The result of the two United States moon 
landings last year may have also had an effect 
on the public attitude about UFO’s, but the 
experts are undecided on the result. 

NICAP’s Nixon feels the moon landings 
cooled public interest. 

“The general public, under the influence of 
sensational paperbacks about little green men, 
was terribly disappointed when no little green 
men turned up on the moon. They were disap¬ 
pointed with the entire subject of space and 
UFO’s. That was reflected in the lack of inter¬ 
est in Apollo 12. the second moon landing.”

County sheriff’s deputies said 
Frank Smith, route 2, 
Rochester, reported sighting an 
Unidentified Flying Object at 
6:45 p.m.

HOUSTON (UPI) - A moon- 
tliiakc specialist said Wednesday 
that astronomers and the Apollo 
12 seismograph on Jhe moon so 
far have not been able to match 
quakes with sightings of orange 
and blue flashes on the lunar 
surface. \ 

Dr. Gray Latham-of the La- 
mont-Doherty Geological Obser- 
vatory at Columbia University 
[told (he National Academy of 
Sciences members the Apollo 12 
seismograph had relayed 58 
qsakes “wiggle for wiggle” that, 
occurred during periods of tidal; 
strain. . ' - * 

"Our conclusion is k that we are; 
dealing with tidal events induced 
with tidal strain,” lie said. 

He 'said observers have con-, 
eluded that "popping and creak- j 
ing within the lunar structure” 
at the t'me each month when the 
moon is closest to earth causes 
nearly identical moonquakes. 
Every month they build slov/Ung 
and taper just as slowly for long-, 
cr periods of time than earth¬ 
quakes. ,.-j 

Latham said similar quake 
readings were caused by slip¬ 
page along zones of weakness 
existing in the lunar structure; 
This will happen several days 
after the ApoDo 14 crew leaves 
Frau Mauro next February. ' 
He also said the impact of the 
third stage of the Apollo booster 
.created a reaction which lasted 
for more than four hours and the 
lunar mo'dulc ascent stage ipact 
was recorded for more than an 
hour. 

Latham said scientists had 
hoped to correlate periods of 
seismic activity with the colored 
transient events believed caused 
by escaping gases when the 
moon bulges toward earth at 
perigee, when its closest to. 
earth, but three sightings report- 
cd so far have failed to match 
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Mrs. James Turner of 1100 
Rudy reported sighting a low- 
j flying, wingless, oval-shaped ob¬ 
ject flying about 50 feet above 
i her television antenna about 
11:15 p.m.

- died 746 UFO reports, in¬ 
cluding sightings by pi¬ 


lots, astronomers, law en¬ 
forcement people and en¬ 
gineers, Friedman said. 

And the University of 
Colorado conducted a 
.S.739,000 study entitled 
"Scientific Study of 
Unidentified Flying Olv 
jccls," now out in paper¬ 
back. The data show that 
30'r of the sightings in¬ 
vestigated were unknown, 
and that three of them 
were seen by orbiting as¬ 
tronauts. Friedman said. 

But the press T>ascd its 
coverage on the study's fi¬ 
nal summary, by scientist 
Kdwtrd U. Condon, which 
ignored this data and con¬ 
cluded that UFOs did not 
exist, he said. 

Cited Project 

Friedman maintains 
that scientists could just 
as easily take the opposite 
approach if they cared to 
explore UFOs. He cited a 
project at UC Berkeley 
where he spent months 
photographing the interi¬ 
or of a bubble chamber in 
the hopes of discovering a 
subnuclcar particle called 
the omega meson. 

"Ninety photographs out 
of 30,000 showed the par¬ 
ticles, so they announced 
the discovery of the omega 
meson, " he said. "In the 
ease of UFOs, however, 
certain attitudes lend to 
invalidate legitimate 
sightings.* When a num¬ 
ber of UFOs were spotted 
over Texas four years ago, 
Air Force officials attri¬ 
buted them to tempera¬ 
ture and inversion chan¬ 
ges that distorted three 
stars. 

'Unfortunately for them 
they named the stars—as¬ 
tronomers checked and 
found these stars were 
only visible from the other 
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side of the earth at that , 
time of the year," he . 
charged. 

The latest scientific ar¬ 
gument against UFOs 
states that since the near¬ 
est star is 300 light years . 
away, it would take 173,- • 
000 years for a spaceship 
from another solar system 
to reach earth. But two 
scientists at Caltech's Jet 
Prop u lsion Laboratory 
concluded seven years ago 
that man has the technolo¬ 
gy to make a round trip to 
the nearest star within a 
man's lifetime. 

Such spaceships would 
be stages vehicles operat¬ 
ed on fission or fusion 
power, Friedman said. He t 
believes o l li c r civiliza-' 
lions, older and more de¬ 
veloped than our own, 
have found ways to travel 
200 or 1,000 times faster 
than our present space- 1 
ships. "It is only our egos ‘ 
.that tell us we're the only.. 
•ones," he asserted. 

Friedman has worked on 
the development of nu¬ 
clear systems for space¬ 
craft and rockets for TRW 
S y s terns, Westinghouse ’ 
and Aerojet-General. He 
received his B.S. and M.S. 
from the University of Chi¬ 
cago. He is researching 
and lecturing in the field>

Over the past 11 years, 
there have been 1.316 sitings 
of unidentified flying objects 
in this country. Of these, a 
good 1(5 per cent cannot be 
explained away as natural . 
phenomenon!, ln the words 
of the Ministry of Defence, 
they are unidentified due to 
Insufficient information. To 
tlic_Hritish U.F.O. Research 
Association (llUFORA), they 
merit further investigation, 
writes Nicholas Warboys.

The group used lo meet In 
Stockport, but now hold their 
meetings In the centre of 
Manchester.

Most Ufologists arc con¬ 
vinced that there arc aerial 
phenomenon which cannot be 
explained In natural, human 
terms. What they arc and why 
they arc there arc questions 
no-one has yet been able to 
answer. 

But on dose examination, 
the theories put forward can 
be grouped into two cate¬ 
gories. The popular theory is , 
that UFOs arc extra - terres- 
tlal craft. The other theory 
Is that they are fourth dimes- 
slonal craft — time travellers. 

Of these, the latter, say 
most Ufologists, Is the less » 
likely. UKOs appear to have 
physical characteristics which 
would not be apparent on 
fourth dimensional objects. 
For Instance, UFOs can be 
picked up on radar. It Is said 
they leave marks on the 
ground, and very often they 
emit sounds. 

The theories put forward to 
substantiate the UI-'O theory 
is quite simply the number of 
.. unexplained sightings, ln KIG9. 
there were 18 of these and ln 
1967. when the "flap" was on, 
there were 46. 

“The bus I was In bad 
rc.tchrd Broken Cross when I 
saw the object. It was oblong, 
very thin, with flashing purple 
and red lights and It was 
shaped like a bell of the bot¬ 
tom. I have never seen any¬ 
thing like It before."—Hand- 
forth school-glrL 

Most sightings can be sub¬ 
stantiated. "When a person says 
’■ he has “never seen anything 
like It before,” he Is In¬ 
variably telling the truth — 
he may never have seen a 
satellite ln the sky. This Is 
one of the difficulties ex¬ 
perienced by D1GAP. but they 


arc always on the lookout for 
unexplained sightings. Already 
this year, there nave been 
several sightings over the 
Manchester area. 

"There arc numerous his¬ 
torical references lo UFO (c.g. 
sun discs, coloured globes, 
flnmlng wheels flying scrolls, 
e.tc.) which tally with present 
day sightings' 1 — BUFOllA 
literature. 

A prevalent theory among 
Ufologists today is that sight¬ 
ings of UFO's have been going 
on for many centuries. We 
. know that in the late 19th 
century In England, America 
and France, there were a large 
number of UFO sightings. But 
references to flying shields in 
Roman times and the dis¬ 
covery of cave paintings de¬ 
pictings shapes not unlike the 
UFO's sighted today Indicate 
. that sightings have been tak¬ 
ing place since man began. 

ASTRONAUTS 

An engraving from the floor 
of a Mayar. temple, thought 
to have been made 5,000 years 
ago. is suggestive of a modern 
space capsule and a European 
has recently discovered cave 
paintings which look re¬ 
markably like present • day 
astronauts. 

There Is evidence to sug¬ 
gest that cave - dwellers 
recorded their lives as cave- 
paintings, and there seems 
little doubt that If they had 
seen objects which we today 
call UKOs. they would havo 
also recorded this. 

Similarly, many records of 
unexplained acna! pheno¬ 
menon would have been 
recorded ln contemporary 
terms. There arc references 
today of “hamburger - shaped 
UFOs". This would corespond 
to the references in Komau 
times lo “flying shields." 

“Three pollccmcnt ran from 
the police station to see n 
mystery flying object which 
was hovering overhead." A 
woman was "standing’ r.t a bits 


stop shortly before midnight 
when she and a friend saw a 
bright moon • shaped object." 
•‘Another cigar shaped object 
was reported . . . near . 
Marple.” A police constable at . 
Slalybrfdge" saw a cross- 1 
shaped bright star about 1.000 
feet up travelling In a north¬ 
easterly direction." “A lorry 
driver told police that he saw 
a 00 feet elgar-shaped green 
light In front of Ills lorry."— 
1967. sightings. 

The year 1967 was the first 
“flap" Britain has had since 
the 19th century. In that year 
there were 362 reported 
sightings, of which, according 
to Ministry figures, 46 were 
“unexplained." 

Each country has periodic 
"flaps” — a rash ol sightings. 
At present New Zealand and 
the South American countries 
are reporting a hich number 
Of sightings. 

The number of sightings has 
risen since the end of the 
war. Many Ufologists believo 
that the number of sightings 
is related to the general tech¬ 
nological advances made ln 
the decades since the end of 
the war. 

"It was shaped like a bell 
at the bottom.” The object was 
"very large, bright and shaped 
like a cross.*' “There 15 yards 
ahead he saw a 15-fool-wlde 
egg shaped UFO.” A “clear- 
shaped saucer was sighted. At 
first, he said, “It was shaped 
like a cross but Ihcyt It 
changed Into a dumb-bell 
shape”. — UFO shapes 

Whether you believe tn 
UFOs or not there is a grow¬ 
ing number of people In this 
country and throughout the 
world who claim to have seen 
something which Is beyond 
their comprehension. And 
there Is an increasing group 
of people who arc trying to 
bring the study of ufology 
into respectable boundaries. 

When, if every you see 
somethink in the sky which 
you can’t understand, you may 
be glad that such groups exist.

•Explanation of Mystery at Haderslev': ‘Military training planes 

over the area' 

Military planes on training and navigation flights possibly con¬ 
stitute an explanation of the phenomenon encountered by police con¬ 
stable Evald Maarup Thursday at Haderslev, when his patrol car was 
suddenly enveloped in a cone of light and its motor stopped. 

Major B. Helden, of the Tactical Air Command at Karup, states that 
six training planes flew over the spot at 10-minute intervals, end that 
the first overflight agrees with the moment the constable gave. Evald 
Maarup stated that he saw a plane ten minutes after the occurrence, and 
this confirms the major's theory that this was the second plane in the 
sequence. MaJ. Helden does not, on the other hand, think that the stopping 
of the motor had anything to do with the plane's presence. That may 
have been due to coincidence, he says. The air force feels that the 
pilots may also have observed something on the ground, and they will be 
interviewed today.

'The Mysterious Light not from the Planes': 'But the Air Force doesn't 
believe it might have been a spaceship'

The experts still have not succeeded in finding an explanation of 
the phenomenon observed by constable Evald Maarup of Haderslev Thursday 
evening... 

Interviews of the pilots of the six training planes from Air Station 
Skrydstrup have established that the mysterious light and its remarkable 
effects cannot have been caused by the planes, which passed the place at 
approx, the moment when the occurrence happened.

'Mysterious light also seen at Aarhus' 

The mysterious luminous object, which was supposedly seen at 
Silkeborg the same evening, was possibly seen also at Aarhus. So says 
Mrs. K. Mikkelscn, of Chr. Molbechs VeJ 21, Aarhus. 

"At 8:35 PM, I had Just put out the lights for TV and casually 
looked out the window. I noticed a luminous object. It resembled one of 
these round street-lamps, but it shone with substantially greater inten¬ 
sity. The object was visible for 2-3 sec.; then it vanished.

'UFO-folk with Geiger counter with constable who saw spaceship' 

Police constable E. Naarup, of Haderslev, whose patrol car and 
radiotelephone stopped the other night at Fjelstrup, near Haderslev, 
while he observed a mysterious column of light, has had a lively week¬ 
end, with attention from religious fanatics, from people who have had 
similar experiences, and from UFO-folk, who produced Geiger counters 
in order to find possible radioactivity on the constable, following 
speculation that the mysterious light-column might have come from a 
flying saucer. 

Maj. B. Halden ("sic" (should be Helden, I believe)— translator) 
is the Tactical Air Command's handler of cases in the realm of UFO's; 
he has entered into a routine collection of information about the occur¬ 
rences. The question (among others) was examined, whether the constable 
could have observed landing lights from a training plane over S. Jutland. 

"I know that there were training flights Thursday evening, from 
Skrydstrup Air Station, within the period when the constable had his 
experience," said the major. "But we haven't interviewed the pilots who 
were on the flights, because of the weekend. We know nothing concrete." 

The operations officer at Skrydstrup, Lt. Col. F. Schrbder, says, 

"I have heard the policeman reporting on the subject— his report is 
firm and precise. He met with a. mysterious experience. Is it coincidence, 
that the car stops, the lights go out, the radiotelephone dies— at 
the same time that there comes a dazzling light, he reaches to take 
photographs... yes, so it was a mysterious series of coincidences." 

Maarup is not the only one whose car stopped in the area Thursday 
evening. A small-holder encountered the same occurrence and reported 
it to the county sheriff. 

Constable Naarup is discontented with the TV news yesterday evening, 
where TAC watch officer— Maj. B. Halden— speculated that it was the 
landing light of a training plane which Maarup saw. Halden is similarly 
discontented with the elaboration which TV gave to his Information. "I 
have only Informed the TV news of theoretical possibilities in the case— 
but nothing concrete," says the major.

'Aircraft spotlights may be to blame in talk of saucers' 

Excerpts from article: 

There has been obtained information of other observations of "lumi¬ 
nous objects". In Rbdovre at Copenhagen, the police have received 
reports in two cases. A family, sitting in a garden Saturday, suddenly 
observed that the garden was brilliantly lit up, and a woman, sitting 
in 8 room with her husband, saw a luminous object in the sky. At first 
the object was brightly luminous; later It became phosphor-yellow, then 
bluish and orange, after which it vanished toward the south.
